San Fbanoisoo. March 17.—The loco- 
motive engineers and firemen on the 
California Southern, and California Cen- 
tral roads quit work yesterday. These 
two roads 
are controlled 
by 
the 
Santa Fe company, and are prac- 
tically a part of the same. As a 
result there is a complete embargo 
upon all kinds of traffic in that portion 
of Los Angeles. 
The cities of San Die- 
go, Riverside, San Bernardino and Pas- 
adena are cat off from communication to 
the east. 
There has been no trouble on 
the Southern Pacific system. 
Gen. 
Supt Qilmore, of the Southern Pacific, 
said to-duy his company is not handling 
Turlington freight and the same rule 
being 
observed 
on 
the 
Central Pacific. The Atlantic ¿c Pacific 
l^ave notice that it would accept no 
reight for any point, Burlington freight. 
At first 2,000 men went out, and af!er- 
ward about ^ 
returned to work, becanse 
they were working on the portion of the 
road owned by a construction company 
between Fort Madison and Kansas Citv. 
Chief Arthur ordered Chairman Conroe 
to ChicBgo at once. 


San Bbbnabdino, March 17.—As fast 
as engineers reach here on the California 
Southern rail road they abandoned their 
engines. 
There has been no refusal to 
take out mail trains. 


Kansas Cht, March 17.—The Fort 
Scott and Golf trains are all moving 
promptly. At 10 a. m. the situation on 
the Santa Fe is unchanged.

BbbiiIN, March 17.—The funeral of 
Emperor William took place yeatearday. 
The weather wair again extremely oold 
and the troops who were ranged four 
deep along the route taken by the 
funeral cortege wore heavy cloaks. 
Hundreds of thousands of spectators 
occupied the space behind the soldiers, 
while every window along Unter Den 
Linden was crowded. All the honses 
on the thoroughfare were covered with 
mourning and exhibited flags with black 
drapery. 


Crown Prince William walked after 
the coffin, followed by the royal visitors, 
till the Sieges Halle was reached, where 
all took carriages. 


Dr. 
Koegel preached the sermon 
standing beside the coffin. His text was 
"Lord, now lettest thou, thy servant, 
depart in peace, according to the word, 
for mine eyes have seen my salvation." 
He concluded his sermon with the 
Lord's prayer, and the congregation 
then sang the hymn, "Wenn Ich Ein- 
mal Soli Scheiden." 


At Charlottenburg, the Lord's prayer 
and a benediction closed the ceremonies. 
A salvo on the hones announced that 
the ceremonies were over. 


A peculiar effect was produced by the 
silence of the funeral procession which 
was due to the strewing of pine branches 
along the route. Not the soand of a 
hoof could be heard. It was difficult to 
distinguish a single individual among 
the number of the notable persons, who 
crowded in the closest order around the 
open hearse in which the coffin of dark 
brown, polished oak, with brass orna- 
ments, was plainly visible. 


The hearse was drawn by eight horses, 
whose black caparisons were only re- 
lieved by silver crosses. Each horse 
was led by a colonel of the staff, the^'only 
esception to this being in favor of Cap- 
tain Armin, of the navy.

The Senate Committee Engaged in 
Discussion of the Lard Ques- 
tion—Congress To-day. 


Wasexnoton, March 17.—The senate 
committee on agriculture resumed the 
lard question to-day. Professor Wiley, 
the chemist of the department of agri> 
culture, gave the result of his micro- 
scopic examinations of the various sam- 
ples of lard submitted. 


The lard manufactured by Armour k 
Co., branded "pure, 
refined family 
lard," contained cottonseed oil and 
stearine. That branded "kettle refined 
lard" was adulterated. All the samples 
of lard mannfaotured by Fairbanks & 
Co. contained cottonseed oil and beef 
Btearine, except that branded "prime 
refined leaf lard." 


PRE4CHER TO HAN». 


St. Loins, March 17.—Late news 
from Sanaloa, Mexico, gives an account 
of the attempted capture of Teodosco 
Bernal, a brother of the bandit chief re- 
cently killed. 
A courier brings dis- 
patches from the councUatory judge of 
Los. Bemedios. 


They state that a large party of 
bandits, headed by Teodosco Bemal, 
were discovered in the Brasilio timber 
near that place, and that a troop of cav- 
alry had an engagement wi^ them. 
Dnring the fight an American named 
Gill, who was with the bandits, was 
killed. Several others of the gang were 
killed, many wounded and a large 
number captured. 


A large quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion were secured, and on the persons of 
the killed and captured bandits were 
found a number of important papers be- 
longing to Eractio Bernal. 


The^osco Bernal ionght heroically 
but escaped death and capture, and he 
bids fair to become as powerful and 
troublesome as his dead brother was. 


Sentence of a Colored Minister for a 
Murder Committed in Georgia 
Last FaU. 


Grbinsbobo, Ga., Maroh 17.—Judge 
Jenkins passed the sentence of death 
upon George McDuffie, 
a 
colored 
preacher who shot and killed William 
Chaney, colored, some time last fall. 
William Chaney went to a neighboring 
church with a colored woman whom 
McDuffie, although a married man, fan- 
cied himself. After services were over, 
William Chaney started for home, little 
thinking of the doom before him. 


When near McDnffie's home he was 
shot through hia left side, and died 
shortly after he was oonveyed home. 
MoDnffie has the reputation of being a 
mean colored man, and no doubt is a fit 
subject to warn others of the con 
seqnenoes of such an act The hanging 
will take place onf the 11th day of May 
next

Auwfrs Tarious Stories Afloat Aboat 
the BetaUoas Between His Father 
and General Badean. 


Nkw Tobk, Maroh 17.—GoL Frederick 
D. Grant answers the various stories 
about the relations between General 
Badean and his father by giving the 
whole oorreapondence to the World, 


General Badean was engaged by Gen- 
eral Grant in 1884 to assist him in the 
preparation of his personal memoirs, 
ills work was that of an amenuensis. 
This General Badeaa explains in one of 
the letters, w h ^ he says: "I have no 
desire, intention or right to claim the 
authwship. Tour book composition is 
entirely 
own." 


After wneral Grant's sudden relapse 
in 1885, General Badean made a demand 
on General Grant to the effect that he 
should be paid a certain sum a month 
and likewise a share in the profits, to 
lielp the general to build the monument 
of enduring fame. General Grant, in a 
long letter, under date of May 5th, 1885, 
in reply says: 


*Sinoe pondering over the con tents of 
your letter, and more particularly over 
the conolusions I have drawn from it, 
and the reflections based upon what 
you say, and my knowledge of your 
temper and disposition, I understand 
the letter better than you do. I have 
concluded that you and I must give up 
all association, so far as the preparation 
of any literary work goes, which is to 
bear my signature. In all other respects 
I hope our relations may continue, as 
they have always been, pleasant and 
friendly. Ton imply that a literary 
man must supply some deficiencies and 
that you are the only man who can do 
it 


"If this is the case, general, I do not 
want a book bearing my name to go be- 
fore the world, wliioh I did not write to 
such an extent as to be folly entitled to 
the credit of the authorship. 
I do not 
want a secret between me and some one 
else, which would destroy my honor, if 
it was divulged. 
I can not think of 
holding myself as dependent upon any 
Mtoon to supply a capacity which I am 
acking. 
I may fail, but I will not put 
myself in any such position."

BAumcoBB, Md., Maroh 17.—Among 
the oyster fleets on the lower Cheaa- 
peake there was a great destuction of 
property and loss of life. In Anamessex 
river, an unknown schooner was sighted, 
Monday, in distress. 
It could not be 
reached till Wednesday, when the erew 
were found frozen to death. 
The 
schooner Eastern Light is foundered and 
four of her crew were lost A Hungarian 
boj, of the Pungy Molly, was drowned. 
Off the schooner Joseph Allen, near by, 
four were lost and three rescued. 


From the data at hand, between 100 
and 200 vessels were either cast ashore, 
capsized or sunk; from thirty to forty 
were wrecked, and from twelve to thk^ 
people drowned. 


Mo3t of the boats were sloops and 
oyster schooners. The damage will run 
far up into the thousands. The inun- 
dation of the low lands of Maryland, 
Delaware and Virginia peninsula caused 
a great loss. On the eastern shore of 
Virginia the people were obliged to live 
in attics, without fire or food, and in one 
region the vessels were carried over 500 
feet in land, where the receding tides 
have left them high and dry.

OFF FOR CHINA. 


Tke Eagineen aad F ^ m e a Who Would 


and WooIdaH go to That 
Coantry 


to Kater the Railroad Berviee. 


Mr. John Jones, who was formerly in 
the employ of the New York Central 
railroad, has been engaged for the last 
three years in railroad work in China. 
He has lately returned from that oonntry 
and IS now ia the United States, as THB 
S B N T I N X I I stated a few days ago, for the 
purpose of employing 500 engineers, 
firemen and brakemen to run the trains 
on the American railroad system that 
has been established in China. 


All those who employ with him will 
be compelled to sign an agreement to re- 
main with his o(Mnpany in China five 
years, and will be paid the following 
wages per month: Engineers, $250; fire- 
men, $175; brakemen, $150 and will be 
furnished with free transportation in go- 
ing to and returning from that conntey. 


Mr. Jones is expected in this city in a 
few weeks, and he has requested us to 
sound the boys on the question of going 
to China and accepting a i>osition on his 
railroad. 
For this purpose our young 
man started out this morning. Some of 
the boys were found on their engines 
some at the round houses of their com- 
pany and some on the streets, around 
the depots or along the tracks. Most of 
them were willing to talk, and like the 
politician who is after an office, submit- 
ted to the interviewing process very 
meekly. 
The stereotyped question our 
reporter put to each of them, after ex- 
plaining the situation, 
was: 
"How 
would you like to go to China and ac- 
cept a position of that kind?" 
The an- 
swers he got were something like the 
following:

Brands are recorded as much as land 
deeds, and in some of the states there are 
laws which require a herd moving out to 
be inspected, and the proper change of 
brands to be verified by government ofll- 
cials.—Cor.

AD UnkDOwn Man Run Over and In- 
stantly Killed, Near Hadley, by 
a Pittsburg Train. 


The Pittsburg mail and

Coroner Stdlhorn will hold an inquest 
as soon as the proper evidence can be 
collected. 


The man is an entire stranger and had 
nothing about his clothes by which his 
name could be ascertained.

cards, which he had probably picked up, 
and a bottle of medicine, which was 
found upon his person, indicated that he 
had come from Chicago and was at one 
time an inmate of the Rush Medical 
college, of that city. 
The bottie of 
medicine bore the label of "Clark Bros 
druggists, No.511 State street, Chicago,' 
with the name of Dr. Tucker, as the 
prescribing physician, upon it.
